LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 25.— 
Paul D. Peacher, City Marshal of 
Parl, Ark., was indicted by a Fed- 
eal grand jury here yesterday, 
charged with violating the Federal 
anti-slavery law of 1866. 

He is alleged have 
labor for his cotton farm through 
false arrest of eight Negroes during 
the cotton choppers’ strike in East- 
ern Arkansas last May. The in- 
dictment charges he forcibly took 
the Negroes before Mayor T. S. 
Mitchell at Earl May 19, and falsely 
accused them of vagrancy. Each 
of the Negroes, the charge” con- 
tinves, was “wrongfully and illegal- 
ly sentenced” for 30 days and re- 
manded to Peacher’s “complete con- 
il and custody.” 

Peacher was ordered arrested. His 
tnd was set at $5000. He-said he 


wuld surrender on the capias, but 
tlused to comment on the case. 
The trial was tentatively set for 
November. 

The law under which Peacher was 
indicted, provides maximum penal- 
ues of $5000 fine and five years’ 
imprisonment.

The new city-wide registration 
figure, 427,374, is an increase of 40,- 
129, or 10.3 per cent, over the 1932 
presidential registration of 387,245, 
and is 32,600 more than the total of 
last June, 394,774, which was shown, 
by a recheck after the Post-Dispatch 
exposures, to include 46,252 “not- 
found” names. But the four river 
wards did not share in the increase. 
The First and Eighteenth wards 
also showed small decreases, in the 
comparison with last June.

Senator Kinney’s Fifth Ward, in 
which rooming houses, vacant build- 
ings and vacant lots contributed to 
its June showing of 13,401 voters, 
appears in the new registration 
with but 9136, a drop of 4265, or 31.8 
per cent.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 25. 
—Gov. Alf M. Landon said here 
last night the New Deal’s “destruc- 
tive” reciprocal trade program had 
“sold the American farmer down 


the river.”

for domestic producers. 

“The way to trade is to trade,” 
the presidential nominee said, “and 
let me tell you this—we Repub- 
licans are going to trade, not 
against, but in the interest of, 
American producers. In too many 
of the present agreements we are 
the fellow who got the blind horse.” 


The Kansan spoke to a crowd 
that overflowed the 10,000 seating 
capacity of the City Auditorium. A 
five-minute standing ovation greet- 
ed his appearance on the stage. 

In the second major address of 
his farm belt campaign, the Kan- 
san said administration — tariff 
agreement; had “hurt” and “de- 
layed recovery” for farmers.

Both countries make 
concessions; both countries benefit. 
This is sound doctrine. ... 

“The second point I want to 
make clear is that I am opposed 
to a policy of isolation. I want to 
see a prosperous world as well as 
a prosperous America. A healthy 
international trade is essential to 
world prosperity. And even more 
than this, world prosperity is good 
insurance against war. 

“Latchkey to Our Door.” 


“Il am convinced, too, that rea- 
sonable protection, which is so «- 
sential to our well-being, is not det- 
rimental to world prosperity. Ata 
time like the present, when eco- 


nomic nationalism is rampant, we 


cannot afford to scrap our econom- 
ic defenses. We can be a good 
neighbor without giving away the 
latchkey to our door.”

Rossiter told the investigators 
that a Wisconsin law requiring the 
registration of all private detectives 
forced them out of business in that 
State. He said he closed the 
agency’s Milwaukee office two years 
ago because it was impossible to 
work under such a law. The Wis- 
consin legislation resulted in ex- 
posure of undercover workers, re- 
porting on labor activities, he ex- 
plained. 

Rossiter testified that the Pin- 
kerton Agency had not engaged in 
strike breaking since the 1892 
Homestead steel strike, but that 
about 200 operatives were reporting 
on labor conditions and union ac- 
tivities for industrial firms through- 
out the country.

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, to- 
day called on the iron workers’ un- 
jon to “fight to the death to main- 
tain the unity of the labor move- 
ment,” after denouncing the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
for disrupting the ranks of organ- 
ized labor. He spoke at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, where the iron workers are 
holding their convention. 

The 200 delegates to the Interna- 
tional Association of Bridge, Struc- 
tural and Ornamental Iron Work- 
ers’ convention rose to their feet 
cheering as Green attacked the mem 
ber unions of the CIO and 
asked for “loyalty to the great pa- 
rent body, the American Federation 
of Labor.” 

Green repeated his denial that 
the belief of the C I O in indus- 
trial or vertical unionism was the 
cause of. its suspension from the 
Federation by the executive coun- 
cil. The issue, he said, was whether 
a rival organization could be creat- 


ed within the A. F. of L. to carry | 


out a program repudiated by the 
Federation's convention, “the su- 
preme court of labor.” ’ 


Calis It Smokescreen. 


“The issue of craft versus in- 
dustrial unionism has been raised 
as a smokescreen,’ he deciared. 
“Behind it is the real purpose, the 
ambition of certain men to do that 
which the American Federation of 
Labor in convention decided not 
to do.” 

“It is my purpose, come what 
may, that this great organization 
shall live forever and shall be main- 
tained as the instrumentality 
through which the workers can and 
shall advance their social and eco- 
nomic interests,” Green declared. 

When he had finished his ad- 
dress the iron workers voted unani- 
mously to approve the action of the 
executive board in suspending the 
10 unions which formed the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organiaztion 
and to pledge their fidelity to the 
A. F. of L, 

Opposes Secession. 

Green insisted that the objective 
of_industrial organization could be 
reached without separation from 
the federation. “What of the Unit- 
ed Textile Workers (a unit in the 
CIO.)?" he asked, “There are 500,- 
000 workers in the jurisdiction as- 
Signed to them by the A. F. of L. 
And what have they got?~ A cor- 
poral’s guard! If they want to or- 
Wanize, they've plenty of their own 
to do.” 

Objection to CIO Policy. 

When the CIO was formed he 
had predicted that it could not con- 
fine the movement to the outlines 
set up, Green said. He cited sev- 
eral recent instances where, he 
said, the member unions of CIO 
had tried to affiliate workers in 
widely differing trades. Organiza- 
tion of employes of a Toledo (O.) 
pickle factory by a branch of the 
Automobile Workers’ Union was 
one of the instances he mentioned. 

“Responsibility for disruption of 
the labor movement in the United 
States must rest with the men who 
started the CIO.” he said. No- 
where in his address did he men- 
tion the name of John L Lewis. 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers and leadtr of the Committee for 
Industrial Organization.

cathedral in this town, from which 
the troops of Gen. Francisco 
Franco can look over the hills to 
the Alcazar at Toledo, 18 miles 
away to the east. (A later dispatch 
says Government forces recaptured 
Torrijos.) 

Toledo is the objective of the two 
columns of Moorish and Spanish 
Foreign Legion troops who, after 
bitter fighting, left Santa Olalla, 
Maqueda and Torrijos little more 
than smoking walls and streets 
strewn with loyalist dead. 

For two days now I have seen 
the Red resistance grow weaker 
before the superior strategy and 
tactics of the insurgents, so that 
with one more pounding by Fran- 
co’s troops the Government forces 
should crack and let the Fascists 
through to relieve their comrades 
beleaguered in the Alcazar. I stood 
in the Torrijos Cathedral tower 
this morning with Capt. Juan Bo- 
tana, an instructor in the Alcazar 
military school who was on a holi- 
day and thus escaped being 
trapped in the Toledo fortress. 
Through field glasses I could see 
the square tower of the Alcazar in 
the morning sun. 

“There are only 36 cadets in the 
Alcazar, the others were on summer 
holiday,” said the Captain. “There 
are, nevertheless, more than 1500 
Whites who are resisting heroically 
and we mean to smash through to 
save them.” 

Grimy Men But Clean Guns. 

Meanwhile, in the streets of Tor- 
rijos we could see troops rolling up 
in motor trucks just as we saw 
them in other towns along the Tala- 
vera-Madrid highway. They are 
grimy but their guns are clean; 
they are tired but they sing, the 
Moors among them lifting the age- 
old wails of the Moslem. 

These movements are made under 
sporadic bombings throughout the 
day. When Red planes are sighted, 
someone cries an alarm. If the 
men are in the town they move 
into such houses and basements as 
remain from past bombardments. 
If they are on the highway, they 
run for the protection of trees or 
pile into ditches. I have run for 
cover with them countless times, 
and their morale is incredible. In 


the houses they pack together like 
sardines, but there is no trace of 
panic. In the open fields they shout 
jokes back and forth without mov- 
ing to betray their positions even 
when bombs are exploding among 
them. Six days of fighting have 
left few marks on these troops, who 
must take Toledo, and this is fight- 
ing ‘such ag few soldiers have seen 
in modern war. 

As I write this, three Fascist 
planes are giving fight to three 
Government planes. Around and 
around they circle, breaking off in- 
to single combat as one sideslips to 
safety and another climbs for 
height. The troops are out in the 
square watching the aerial battle. 
The planes become small * black 
specks in the distance and then 
grow quite large as the battle veers 
almost over us and each ship can 
be seen quite plainly against the 
sky. 

Finally, there comes a great cry 
from the soldiers and laughter 
sounds around the square. The /oy- 
alists have taken to flight and tne 
rebel planes circle over Torrijos ‘or

Labor Leader, Dave Beck, | 
Kept Waiting Yesterday, 
on Hand Again Under 
Subpena to Testify.

SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 25. — 
Dave Beck, West Coast representa- 
tive of the Teamsters’ Union, and 
leader of the Seattle Labor Coun- 
cil, was on hand again today under 
subpena to testify at the National 
Labor Relations Board hearing on 
the Seattle Post-Intelligencer news- 
room strike over the discharge of 
two employes. ° 

Counsel for William Randolph 
Hearst, owner of the newspaper, 
hope to prove that Beck furnished 
some of the pickets who surround- 
ed the newspaper plant Aug. 13 in 
support of the American Newspap- 
er Guild strike there. The strike 
forced the paper to suspend publi- 
cation, 

Beck arrived at the hearing yes- 
terday with his attorney, but was 
excused after waiting half an hour 
while Hearst counsel examined oth- 
er witnesses. 

City Editor Questioned. 

Robert Watts, associate general 
counsel for the Labor Board, em- 
phasized City Editor Oliver Morris’ 
opposition to newsroom unions in 
cross-examining Morris about the 
paper’s policy toward the Guild, but 
Morris testified that when he spoke 
about the Guild to his subordinates, 
'“T always told them I was speak- 
|ing only for myself.” 

He said he had been asked by a 
San Francisco organizer to help or- 
ganize Seattle newspaper men for 
the Guild about two years ago. 

“Were you opposed to it as you 
are today?” Watts asked. 

“My opposition has considerably 
and emphatically increased—it in- 
creased rather suddenly on Aug. 
13,” Morris replied. 

“Are there any labor organiza- 
tions which, tn your ojinion, are 
desirable?” Watts asked. “Yes, the 
Typographical Union,” Morris said. 

Questioned by Edward G. Woods 
of Chicago, chief of Hearst counsel, 
Morris denied Guild testimony that 
he reported to Arthur E. Dunning, 
the managing editor, “They all be- 
long to the Guild,” or that Dunning 
answered, “I dont’ give a damn. We 
can get a whole new staff from 
California.” 

Testimony on Violence Barred. 

Efforts of Hearst attorneys 
to prove instances of violence 
on the picket line by § sub- 
mitting stories of seven alleged 
victims were rejected by Ed- 
win 8S. Smith. Smith refused to 
hear the testimony and rejected 
formal proffer of proof on the 
ground that none of the men could 
testify they were assaulted by 
either of the men whose discharges 
are under review—Frank M. Lynch, 
photographer, and Philip Ever- 
hart Armstrong, dramatic critic, 
Smith held that the hearing was 
concerned only with Lynch and 
Armstrong.

With the most in- 
telligent and capable farm popula- 
tion in the world, and with unsur- 
passed natural resources, we are 
now one of the largest importers 
not only of those things we do not 
produce but of those we _ are 
adapted to produce. This is a scan- 
dalous situation! 


“Now why have the reciprocal 
trade agreements of this adminis- 
tration had such destructive re 
sults? There are various reasons. 
One is the selection of countries 
with which the agreements have 
been made. As _I said earlier, it 
is a basic principte of reciprocity, 
that such treaties be used to handle 
only those situations which cannot 
be met satisfactorily in the general 
tariff program! This means that 
reciprocity is valuable only when 
non-competing commodities are to 
be exchanged between two natioiis 
concerned! 

“That is, each country, by means 
of such treaties, makes it easier 
to trade the commodity of which 


jit has a surplus for something it 


needs from the other country. It 
never is a question, when the re- 
ciprocity principle is properly used, 
of making agreements on compet- 
ing commodities. 


Agreement With Canada. 
“This administration has followed 
quite a different policy. Its most 
important agreement, that with 
Canada, is largely concerned with 
commodities in which our pro- 
ducers are in competition with 
Canadian producers. It is inevit- 
able, therefore, that the effect of 
the agreement should be, not an in- 
creased trade on non-competing ar- 
ticles, but a reduction of tariffs on 
articles on which we do compete. 
“If an agreement is on non-com- 
peting articles, there is the possi- 
bility of mutual advantage. But 
when it is made with a competitor,

it would have made 
only with our customers.

nish Government assistance in dis- 
posing of surpluses in foreign trade 
by: bargaining for foreign markets 
selectively by countries, both as to 
exports and imports. We strenuous- 
ly oppose so-called reciprocal trea- 
ties which trade off the American 
farmer.’ To do this intelligently, we 
must know at all times the exact 
status of our trade with every na- 
tion—in other words, how we stand 
on the books so far as both consum- 


ers and competitorg are concerned. 


“Another Shortcoming.” 
“Another further major 
coming of the trade program of this 
administration is the method by 
which the agreements are made, 
It is a regular star-chamber pro- 
ceeding. Those producers whose 
products may be coveted by the 
agreements ,are given no real 
chance to make an effective presen- 
tation of their views. Hearings are 
held, it is true, but from the point 
of view of producers they amount 
to little. They amount to little for 
the simple reason that the adminis- 
tration refused to divulge 
commodities are under considera- 
tion. All the potential 
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one side or the other is almost cer-

“The present administration has 
chosen to ignore both these courses. 
There is no legislative approval of 
the agreements before they go into 
effect..

“Have Got to Stop.” 

“Thesep olicies have got to stop. 
The way to trade is to trade, and | 
let me tell you this—we Republi- | 
cans are going to trade, not against, | 
but in the interest of, American | 
producers. In too many of the pres- 
ent agreements we are the fellow 
who got the blind horse. 


“We have got to stop destroying 
‘the market of our farmers. The Re- 
| publican party is pledged to pro- 
tect the American market for the 
American farmer. 


“This does not mean that we pro- 
pose to prohibit the importation of 
commodities which we cannot grow 
at reasonable cost to consumers. It 
means that in the cage of farm 
products we will not permit the 
shelves of our stores to be filled 
with foreign commodities suited to 
our soil and climate. It means we 
will not permit unnecessary imports 
of such products as meats, dairy 
and poultry products, grains, and 
such fruits and vegetables as we 
can grow to good advantage. 


“We require many things which 
we either do not produce or can 
produce only at great cost. In turn, 
we produce many products in 
greater abundance that we can use. 
The interchange of these two class- 
es of goods is essential to our well- 
being. 


“We must not reduce farm pro- 
duction in this country to the needs 
of the domestic market. This is the 
doctrine of despair. It would mean 
the abandonment of at least one 
out of every 10 acres of our de- 
veloped farm land. It would mean 
less production to be divided among 
an increasing farm population. In 
short, it would mean a lower stand-| 
ard of living and a_ greatly in-

CONSTABLE FRANK'S 
RECORDS CRTISED 


Same Bank Account. 


‘showing receipts and the practice 
‘of making both personal and offi- 
‘cial disbursements from the same 
| bank account made it impossible to 
| determine the income of A. J. 
| (Otto) Frank as Constable of Cen- 
‘tral township, the County Court of 
| St. Louis County was told today in 
‘the report of an audit by Schues- 
sler, Keller & Co. Frank is the Re- 
publican nominee for Sheriff. 
“The necessity for correct ac- 
counting procedure for each and 
every Constable and Justice of the 


Peace properly supervised by the 
County Court through its account- 
ing officer, is, in our opinion, very 
obvious, not alone because of the 
importance of accurately recording 
all affairs of the county, but also 
because, under the present arrange- 
ment, a Constable, after the expira- 
tion of his term of office, will con- 
tinue to receive fees earned while 
he was in office,” the report stated. 
Receipts From Justices. 

Total receipts from 14 Justices of 
the Peace during the period from 
Jan. 1, 1934, to Aug. 31, 1935, were 
shown by Constable Frank’s rec- 
ords to be $24,237.72, but conditions 
of the records of the Justices of the 
Peace enabled the auditors to iden- 
tify only $18,825.49 as coming from 
this source since the Justices cus- 
| tomarily retain no copies of cost 
+ bills sent the Constable with the 
money. 

“We had no way of determining 
if all cost bills were actually ac- 
counted for,” the report said. “No 
data was available to enable us to 
determine the fees received for 
guarding property, special police 
duties, etc. It was also impossible 
for us to ascertain from Mr. 
Frank’s records the income from 
traffic cases. For instance, the rec- 
ords of Justice of the Peace M. A. 
O’Donnell show $1925 fees in traffic 
cases turned over to the Constable 
| but we could not identify the names 
on Mr. Frank’s records. 

“In like manner, we noted on 
_records of the Circuit Clerk and 
County Treasurer remittances to 
'the Constable aggregating $1605.87. 
The $1925 appears to be income in 
addition to the $24,237.72 received 
from Justices of the Peace, whereas 
the $1605.87 may represent part of 
the money received from Justices 
of the Peace but not identified. 

“Because of the unknown factors, 
it was impossible to show the total 
receipts of the Constable’s office. 
It is equally impossible for us to 
determine all expenditures of the 
| office.” 

Payments Made in Cash. 

| The report stated that some pay- 
| ments made to Frank is cash were 
not reflected by his bank records 
as deposits and that collections for 
persons interested in cases of Jus- 
tice of the Peace Courts were re- 
tained until those entitled to the 
money called for it. No records 
of payment of $1456.82 collected for 
jury fees, witness fees, judgments 
'and attorneys’ fees could be found. 
The auditors were informed, they 
‘said, that the practice was to de- 
pend upon interested persons to fol- 
low up and request payment rather 
than to notify them collection had 
been made. 

Further confusion was caused by 
varying methods used by Justices 
of the Peace in their transactions 
with the Constable and a uniform 
system was recommended. Under 
| it both Justices and Constables 
would make monthly reports to the 
County Court of fees taxed and 
fines levied and collected. It was 
suggested that, except in cases 
_where there is specific statutory di- 
rection to the contrary, only Con- 
| stables make collections. 

Disbursements, as shown by 
| Frank’s check stubs and bank rec- 
_ords included personal expenditures 
as well as those made as Consta- 
| ble. The total for the 20 months 
| covered by the audit was $23,166.67 
and in addition to fees and fines 
turned over to various officials, in- 
cluded: Badges, $609; campaign 
expense, $373; election expense, 
$265; danc@ expense, $156; dues and 
subscriptions, $45; flowers, $93; 
gifts and donations, $205; miscellan- 
eous personal expense, $2382, and 
tickets, $171.

At only one position, shortstop, 
is there a batting edge in favor of 
the Giants. Here Dick Bartell has 
a mark of .295, compared to .287 


for Frank Crosetti. Crosetti bat- 
ted .183 in the 1932 series, while it 
will mark Bartell’s debut in the 
classic. 

The big difference in favor of 
the McCarthy entry, however, 
comes through the presence of Lar- 
ruping Lou Gehrig. The big first- 
sacker, who will be playing in his 
fifth world series in the set begin- 
ning Sept. 30 at the Polo Grounds, 
has hit for an average of .358 for 
the season, being one of the Amer- 
ican League leaders. He has 196 
hits in 548 trips to the plate. In- 
cluded in his safeties are 48 hom- 
ers. Columbia Lou has scored 161 
runs and batted in 144. Not a mem- 
ber of Terry's infield corps has a 
record to compare with the figures 
owned by Gehrig. 


Gehrig Star in Other Series. 

What's more, Gehrig, the records 
show, is not an athlete who bogs 
down in the fall classic after star- 
ring throughout the regular cam- 
paign. He has played in 19 world 
series contests and in those games 
has made 27 hits in 64 attempts for 
an average of 422. Facing the Car- 
dinal pitchers in 1926, when the 
Redbirds won four of seven games, 
he hit 348. Against the Pirates in 
1927, he was held to a .308 mark. 
However, since then his perform- 
ances in the world series have been 
little short of sensational. In 1928, 
when the Cardinals were drubbed 
in four straight games, he batted 
.545, while in the four games with 
the Cubs in 1932, he finished with 
an average of .529. 

If Bill Terry, manager of the 
Giants, decides to play at the ini- 
tial sack in spite of an ailing knee, 
the margin in favor of the Yankees 
will not be so great, since the lead- 
er of the National League cham- 
pions is hitting .325. Sam Leslie, 
the Giant reserve first baseman, 
has an average of .295. Terry in 
10 series games has hit to a .333 
average. 

At second base, it will be Tony 
Lazzeri, who broke into the world 
series headlines in 1926 in a more 
or less left-handed manner vs, 
Burgess Whitehead, former Cardi- 
nal. Lazzeri is outhitting his rival, 
.287 to .269, but Whitehead, because 
of his greater speed probably has a 
slight margin in fielding. Each has 
had experience in the big series, 
although Whitehead’'s was confined 
to one time at bat against the Ti- 
gers in 1934. Lazzeri, however, has 
been no sensation in the fall class- 
ics, as his average of .243 in 19 
games attests. In 1926 he hit .192, 
becoming the “goat” of the series 
when Grover Alexander § struck 
him out with the bases filled and 
two out in the seventh inning of 
that memorable seventh game, 
when the Redbirds won to give St. 
Louis its first world championship. 
In 1927, Lazzeri hit .267, in 1928 it 
was .250 and, facing the Cubs in 
1938 the second-sacker raised his 
mark to .204.

With Don Heffner out because of 
injuries, the Yankees will go into 
the series with only one regular in- 
field reserve, Jack Saltzgaver, while 
the Giants, in addition to Leslie, 
have Mark Koenig, a veteran of 
four world series, and the young- 
ster, Eddie Mayo, on hand. Koenig, 
in 38 games, has hit .280, but has 
proved an erractic fielder, while 
Mayo has hit but .187 in 42 con- 
tests during the championship sea- 
son. 

Omitting the reserves, the Giants’ 
regular infielders have hit to an 
average of .280. 

In slugging the advantage is all 

with the Yankees’ quartet, who 
have 85 homers against but 27 for 
the Giant infielders. In driving 
across runs, the Yankee inner 
gardeners also have proved more 
effective, sending across 393 tallies 
against only 237 for the Giants. 
Rolfe, who trails the Yankee in- 
fielders with 65 runs batted in, has 
a higher total than any member of 
the Giants. Jackson, despite his 
low batting average, leads Terry’s 
infielders in this respect with 53 to 
his credit. There’s little difference 
in base stealing, with 27 pilfers 
for the Yankees and 21 for the 
Giants. 
As a group the Yankee infield- 
ers have made 672 hits in 2183 at- 
tempts, and have scored 473 runs 
against 632 safeties in 2299 at- 
tempts for the Giants, with 302 
runs scored.

Any Political Capital

NY political capital which flows 
Atrom the investigation will inure 
to the administration.

League Delegate Discloses 
Sending of Note to Sig-

GENEVA, Sept. 25.—Julio Alvarez 
del Vayo of Spain, disclosing his 
Government had protested against 
the European non-intervention ac- 
cord as a peace blockade against 
Madrid, charged today before the 
League of Nations Assembly that 
the Spanish insurgents were receiv- 
ing moral and material aid from 
Fascist states. 

They are being helped by those 
nations whose governments coin- 
cide with that which the insurgents 
hope to establish in Spain, he con- 
tended. 

Del Vayo insisted the non-inter- 
vention accord was a hindrance to 
Madrid and an advantage to the 
rebels. He said his government 
had sent notes to all signatories, 
derfouncing the agreement. 

“When normal relations of Spain 
are interrupted, when the export 
(by other European nations) of war 
materials ordered by the lawful 
government suddenly is stopped, we 
must declare the so-called policy of 
intervention has been applied solely 
and wholly to the detriment of the 
lawful government and to the ad- 
vantage of the rebels,” Del Vayo 
continued. 

Battlefield of World War. 

The Spaniard said “the blood- 
stained soil of Spain already is the 
battlefield of world war.” He 
warned the assembled statesmen 
that future wars would not be a 
conflict between states, but be- 
twen two groups of ideas, between 
“democracy and oppression.” 

Del Vayo pledged that the pres- 
ent Spanish Government never 
would interfere with the internal 
policies of other countries.

Day of Atonement to Be Ob- 
served in Jewish Syna- 
gogues and Temples. 


Yom Kippur, the Day of Atone- 
ment, will be observed in Jewish 
synagogues and temples tonight and 
tomorrow. The day, most solemn 
in the Jewish calendar, is a fast 
day which lasts from sunset to 
sunset,

*His widow, Mrs. Beulah Calhoun, 
contends that her husband had no | 
knowledge of the condition which 
caused his death, that the condi-, 
tions for which he was treated by | 
his family physician did not cause | 
death and that he withheld no ma- | 
terial information from the com- | 
pany and underwent examination 
by the company’s physician. 

Dr. J. A. Seabold testified he had | 
been physician for the Calhoun 
family for 15 years but had had no 
occasion to treat Calhoun, a former 
athlete, until Aprii 3, 1931, when 
Calhoun complained of pain in the 
wrist. From that time until Cal- 
houn’s death, the physician treated 
him on six occasions, tentative diag~- 
noses having indicated at various 
times a nephritic condition and 
stomach ulcers. 

Dr. Seabold said that after Cal- 
houn'’s death during hemorrhages 
he obtained permission of the 
widow to perform an autopsy and |

that the autopsy showed death had 
been caused by varicose veins in the 
lower esophagus, a condition appar- 
ently not connected with the pa- 
tient’s earlier complaints.

Stadig was sent to McNeil Island | 
penitentiary in 1934 to serve two) 
sentences totaling 15 years for 
counterfeiting. He escaped a month 
later but was recaptured the next 
day and transferred to Alcatraz 
penitentiary, San Francisco, Aug. 
11, 1934. In December, 1934, he 
escaped again when he was being 
returned to McNeil!

Jesse W. Barrett, Republican 
nominee for Governor, speaking to- 
day at the annual meeting of the 
Republican Editorial Association of 
Missouri at the Marquette Hotel, 


again called on Maj. Lloyd C. Stark, 
his Democratic opponent, to join in 
a movement for investigation and 
prosecution of election and regis- 
tration frauds throughout Missouri. 

“TI am glad Maj. Stark has at last 
joined us in favoring permanent 
registration,” said Barrett. “For 
nearly a year he has refused to 
take such a stand. I hope he wiil 
now divulge his opinion on a num- 
ber of other State issues which 
have been omitted from both his 
speeches and his platform. 

“Further, the Major promises 
honest elections if he is elected Gov- 
ernor, but that may never happen. 
Our immediate concern is to have 
an honest election now, this Novem- 
ber. That was why I asked the 
Major to join me in certain prac- 
tical moves for’ the investigating 
and prosecution of registration 
frauds.

Prohibition will return soon in 
the United States because of pub- 
lic resentment at the conduct of the 
liquor business, Mrs. Ida B. Wise 
Smith, president of the National 
Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, said in an address last night 
at the convention dinner of the 
Missouri W. C. T. U. in Hotel Jef- 


ferson. 


Mrs. Smith expressed the belief 
that the effectiveness of the organ- 
ization’s alcohol education campaign 
had increased since the repeal of 
prohibition. Many persons realize, 
she said, that the wets have failed 
to keep their pre-repeal promises. 
“They did keep their promise not 
to permit the return of the old sa- 
loon, but they have given us the 
new saloon, which is even worse,” 
she said. 

The return of prohibition will 
see more rigid enforcement, also 
because of public demand, Mrs. 
Smith declared, adding that re- 
newed prohibition here probably 
will be a part of worldwide prohi- 
bition of alcohol for beverage use. 

Mrs. Mary Harris Armor, Atlan- 
ta (Ga.) evangelist who has spoken 
at nearly every session of the con- 
vention since it opened Wednesday 
morning, also spoke briefly last 
night. There were about 400 per- 
sons at the dinner in addition to the 
150 convention delegates, 

The convention, fifty-fourth an- 
nual meeting of the State organiza- 
tion, will end today after morning 
and afternoon sessions at the Union 
Avenue Christian Church, Union 
boulevard and Enright avenue.

U. 5. MONETARY GOLD 
RISES $24,000,000 


Week’s Gain Brings Total to 
$1,489,000,000 Over Cor- 
responding Week Year Ago.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—United 
States gold imports were shown to- 
day in a Commerce Department re- 
port to have trebled during the 
week ended Sept. 18, with France 


the principal shipper. 

The figure for the week was $39,- 
499,806 compared with $12,951,958 
for the previous week. Imports 
from France totaled $31,429,106 dur- 
ing the lastest week under review. 
Silver imports totaled $1,431,390 
compared with $669,309 on the pre- 
vious week. Exports of both gold 
and silver were negligible.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Re- 
flecting a continued movement of 
gold from abroad, the Federal Re- 
serve bank’s weekly condition state- 
ment showed today that monetary 
gold stock climbed to a new high 
level during the week ended Sept. 


23. 

On that date, the statement re- 
ported, . monetary gold stocks 
reached $10,786,000,000, an increase 
of $24,000,000 over the preceding 
week and $1,489,000,000 over the 
same week a year ago. 
Attributable in part to the gold 
stock rise, member bank reserve 
balances turned upward $19,000,000 
to $6,225,000,000 during the week, 
or $989,000,000 over the same week 
a year ago. 

A continued inflow of currency 
after Labor day was seen in fig- 
ures showing that money in cir- 
culation dropped $16,000,000 during 
the week to $6,239,000,000. The lat- 
ter figure, however, still was $613,- 
000,000 over the same week a year 
ago. 

The condition statement said: 

Credit Outstanding. 

“The daily average volume of 
Federal Reserve Bank credit out- 
standing during the week ended 
Sept. 23, as reported by the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks, was $2,479,- 
000,000, a decrease of $8,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and 
an increase of $2,000,000 compared 
with the corresponding week in 
1935. 

“On Sept. 23 total reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,473,000,000, a 
decrease of $22,000,000 for the week. 
This decrease corresponds with de- 
creases of $16,000,000 in money in 
circulation and $2,000,000 in Treas- 
ury cash and deposits with Fed- 
eral Reserve banks, and increases 
of $24,000,000 in monetary gold 
stock and. $2,000,000 in Treasury 
currency, offset in part by in- 
creases of $19,000,000 in member 
bank reserve balances and $4,000,- 
000 in non-member deposits and 
other Federal Reserve accounts. 
Member bank reserve balances on 
Sept. 23 were estimated to be ap- 
proximately $1,740,000,000 in excess 
of legal requirements. 

“Relatively small changes were 
reported in the system’s holdings of 
bills discounted, purchased bills, in- 
dustrial advances and United States 
Government securities.”

Whereas the bacteria count per-' 
mitted under the present St. Louis’ 


ordinance is 1,500,000, the standard 
ordinance limits it to 200,000. Inci- 
dence of milk borne epidemics are 
in ratio to bacteria count, Dr, Mey- 
er said, citing figures in support of 
his statement that the number of 
such epidemics decreased in com- 
munities where the strict standard 
ordinance was in effect. 
Praises County Producers. 

Of 125 milk producers in St. Louis 
County, Dr. Meyer said, 23, at added 
expense for equipment, were pro- 
ducing milk of exceptional quality 
well within the requirement of the 
standard ordinance. Such pro- 
ducers, he added, were at unfair dis- 
advantage in competition with pro- 
ducers of inferior milk since the 
market price did not compensate 
them for added expense of produc- 
tion. ) 

He described the standard ordi- 
nance as “nothing more than put- 
ing a label on the bottle to tell the 
consumer what he is getting.” 

Paul Y. Versen, attorney for Na- 
tional Dairy Products, Inc., which 
controls both the St. Louis Dairy Co. 
and the Highland Dairy Farms Co., 
spoke in opposition to the standard 
ordinance. As City attorney of Kirk- 
wood about eight years ago, he 
said, he advocated the standard or- 
dinance for St. Louis County munic- 
ipalities where raw milk was being 
sold. 

Remarks About Bredeck. 

After reciting the argument of 
the distributors that the standard 
ordinance, requiring that bottles be 
labeled in accordance with the 
grade of milk as determined by the 
St. Louis Health Commissioner, 
“placed too much power in the 
hands of one man,” he made per-

West runs of losing 
some of his high card tricks is 
through a squeeze play. But such a 
play requires entries in both 
dummy's and declarer’s hand and, 
moreover, entries that can be used 
at the proper time! The best way 
to destroy a squeeze is to destroy 
one of these vital entries, thus cut- 
ting off communications. 

Developing this theme, it must 
be noted that dummy haa only one 
entry, the spade ace, while declarer 
has many, his trumps being en- 
tries in themselves. Therefore West

ROM the old notebook, “Wester- 
ham-Wolfe.” A recent entry

Just telling a child, “O, don’t be 
silly. Nobody’s looking at you,” 
does not help in the least. People 
do look at him. Sometimes in ad- 
miration, more often in wonder. 
Who wants to be a wonder in such 
a field? To be singled out as a 
curiosity is not soothing to one’s 
| pride. It does not make for com-

it? 

Dress the big child, the tall
